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Winter Members’ Show Par Excellence 
Marion Art Center

The jewel in the crown for the seaside community 
of Marion is the Marion Art Center. Over the years the 
center has striven to provide the region with a place to 
study art in all its forms and, for visual artists, a place to 
show their works of art. But at no time in recent history 
has the center been more vibrant, more expressive, more 
excellent than it is at this moment as evidenced in the 
2022 Winter Members’ Show. 

On January 14, the show’s opening reception 
was held virtually. With the on-site assistance of Heather 
Corrigan, visitors were able to “see” the show entries and 
learn a bit about the processes used to create stunning 
works of art. On January 15 during regular gallery hours, 
we were able to get up close to the works and really 
experience the pieces in their natural setting — a gallery. 

Upon entering the first-floor gallery, one is 
immediately drawn into a world of perfect artistic 
expression. There is a bronze sculpture, a little snowman 
not unlike those made in front yards by very small 
children. It stands proudly in the far right corner with an 
expression that speaks its own language. 

There is a table titled Shark Table, made of 
aluminum and steel, painted a vivid blue and positioned 
as if ready for asummer picnic. There are small offerings 
that demonstrate the artists’ ability to bring us outside 
ourselves and into the world they see. 

But let’s pause here for a moment to consider 
this: The abundance of visual creative expression this 
show offers is likely one of the most varied the center has 
shown thus far. 

There are the expected vibrant pastels and gentle 
watercolors executed by skilled hands to perfection. There 
is that playful bronze sculpture, along with photography, 
giclee, wood carving, a wood-fired ceramic bowl, stained

glass, acrylic on silver leaf, acrylic on gold leaf, quilted 
fiber collages, oil on panel, oil on linen, charcoals, and 
ink-jet printing. Each and every one of these pieces holds 
a universe onto itself now shared for all to enjoy. 

On the second floor, the framed pieces are tightly 
arranged to maximize the available space and to give 
the artists’ works a place of their own. That is no small 
task when hanging an art show featuring some 80 works. 
There are also works on display in the front windows of 
the Marion General Store. 

This floor of delight is like a small shire to human 
artistic achievement. Here we find large a canvas with a 
city skyline, a curious cow, a rower in the mist, crashing 
waves, a boy in summer mode and complex, heavily 
textured portraits. Amazing, thrilling, and so very much 
needed. 

We can thank the Marion Art Center for doing 
what they do so well, refreshing the art thirst of our 
wanting souls. But I think we should really thank the 
artists for sharing their gifts and letting us, if just for a 
moment, enter their imaginations.

Tabor Hosts MLK Day Climate Discussion

On January 17, Tabor Academy celebrated the 
themes of diversity and inclusion with daylong virtual 
programming that featured various aspects of climate 
change either directly or obliquely. 

Speakers included Marion’s own Dr. Jennifer 
Francis as well as graphic designer and illustrator Michael 
LaRiccia, hip hop poet and musician Tem Blessed, and 
keynote speaker Dr. Ayana Elizabeth Johnson, marine 
biologist, policy expert and bestselling author. The 
program was hosted by Loraine Snead, director of Equity 
and Inclusion. 

The Wanderer sat in during Johnson’s hour-long 
interview-style discussion with Tabor students Layla Silva 
and Javar Williams, along with Tabor faculty members 
Joseph Cassaista, director of Marine Science, and Tamar 
Cunha, Science Department chair. 

Johnson began her comments saying that her 
educational path had been broad in scope, not specifically 
heading her into a career as a marine scientist. Upon 
reflection, Johnson said that she is glad her education has 
in fact been broad-based. “It exposed me to a wide variety 
of subject matter.” She said that during her high school

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When asked about Dr. Martin Luther King’s 
position regarding the environment, Johnson responded, 
“He connected poor people with black rights. There 
are overlapping concerns. I often think about poor 
communities and communities of color along the coast 
... We need to train the next generation, the children 
from those communities. We need so much diversity; 
it’s valuable because it does matter who is making the 
decisions ... throw open the doors to all youth. 

“Ocean conservation is a puzzle with many parts. 
... It’s scary and exciting to think about harvesting all our 
ideas.” 

And to do that, Johnson knows it will require a 
diverse and inclusive group. “They can all be part of the 
solution — it is possible, students will shape the future.” 

One exciting project Johnson mentioned is an 
initiative for ocean farming. She said that when the 
framers of the Green New Deal were drafting that 
document, the ocean was almost completely left out. That 
inspired Johnson and others to write the Blue New Deal 
to address the needs of the ocean. She believes with the 
right set of intentions and support, ocean farming could 
be a reality, one that would decrease methane emissions. 

Circling back to her comments about English, 
Johnson told the students to write everything down. “I 
learned you don’t have to wait to be invited. Voice your 
ideas, let them get traction through writing,” she said. 

When considering diversity, Johnson said for her 
it is far more expansive than black and white. “Diversity 
includes age, color, gender, rich, poor, it’s diversity 
beyond race.” She said all they have to do to find out who 
is missing from the conservation is look around. 

When asked what Tabor and the community 
could do now to help fight climate change, Johnson’s 
response was as broad-based as her education had been 
— composting and bike lanes came to her mind. She also 
thought being involved in local politics, knowing what 
local leaders believe about climate change, is critical. 

“You have power, power of your voice, power 
of your vote, power of your money and power in your 
networks,” she said. And lastly, “Encourage people to 


vote.”

The seasonal report of the appearance of snowy 
owls in early Winter gets our undivided attention with all 
the environmental concern about global warming and the 
effect on annual wild bird scheduled migration. 
The population has already declined to about 

200,000 in the northern hemisphere with only 40,000 
left to migrate down here in early Winter. Not since 
the year 2013 has there been a huge influx of snowy 
visitors with early speculation that it was then due to a 
shortage of their 
favorite food, 
the lemming. 
A snowy Mi.

than 1,600 in 
just one year as 
a diurnal hunter 
by both day and 
night.

However, to refute this observation, ornithologists 
visiting the Arctic found that owl nests that year were 
overflowing with leftover, dead lemming food that then 
changed our opinion of the reason of massive departure.

noticed as a high-profile visitor. It is the largest on the 774-678-0569 
continent with a wingspan of at least 5 feet and weighing | 
up to 6.5 pounds. The female is typically larger than 
the male and has lined markings all over her body as 
opposed to the nearly all-white plumage of the male as 
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in the illustration that my daughter Elizabeth helped me 
draw sitting in a pine tree a few miles from my house in 
Fairhaven. 

Their piercing yellow eyes are fixed in their heads 
to see in only one direction, forcing them to swivel around 
on their necks. Excellent hearing allowed them to follow 
audible movement when we were trying to get a closer 
view. 

We have seen snowy owls frequently stopping 
to perch on coastal landscape very similar to northern 
bleak tundra habitat similar to those on Cape Cod, Cranes 
and Salisbury beaches, Plum Island and recently Logan 
Airport where one was injured in traffic but could not be 
saved by conservationists. 

The females make their nests by digging a 
shallow hollow in the ground, laying more eggs when 
prey is abundant where they choose to reproduce. After 
the eggs hatch, the male brings her food for a period 
of time from a wide variety of mammals and birds, 
including ducks, geese, fish and carrion. 

The snowy owls’ technical species designation 
is Bubo scandiacus, making them seem like fearsome 
creatures when defending their nests or young. They have 
been seen going after predators like ravens, foxes, wolves 
and actually dive-bombing intervening human beings. 

Conservationists now recommend giving snowy 
owls plenty of space because when disturbed, their 
movements become noticed by heckling crows, eagles 
and crowds of people. Leaving them alone in their stately 
sentinel statuesque visitation from the northern tundra is 
a bird-watching, wildlife adventure worth preserving for 
future generations. 


Front Street Station Takes Center Stage 
Marion Select Board

The emphasis of the update provided by Kent 
Nichols of Weston & Sampson to the Marion Select Board 
on the Front Street Pumping Station is seeking solutions 
within the confines of available funding programs. 
As the town pours over its expensive 
infrastructural challenges, Tuesday night’s Select Board

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meeting became an occasion to hear from Nichols and 
from the Department of Public Works, Meghan Davis and 
Nathaniel Munafo. 

Nichols said that the update follows up on 
Marion’s Creek Road pumping station, having landed a 
grant for the Front Street pumping station from Coastal 
Zone Management. 

The sewer station built in 1970 and upgraded in 
2004 sits on the Tabor Academy campus. It is the largest 
sewer station in town and being 500 feet from shore is 
extremely vulnerable to coastal flooding that results from 
coastal storms. 

Nichols told the Select Board members that 
the big challenge is providing a much-needed bypass, 
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without which failure at the final point of confluence for 
all town sewage flows could cripple the town. 

Although elevated, said Nichols, the Front Street 
station would not withstand new flood projections as a 
100-year storm would raise water 16.6 feet, well beyond 
what the 8-foot ground elevation is built to handle. 

Crucial to the station’s future is a permanent 
bypass connection that in the case of a catastrophic event 
would allow town sewer to run from the force main. 
Marion does not have the portable pumps. The goal, said 
Nichols, is to reduce the risk of failure by replacing the 
force main’s inoperable valve. 

The project schedule presented includes: Phase 
1 and future Phase 2 preliminary design from November 
2021 to December 2021; Phase 1 final design in January 
2022; bidding of Phase 1 construction contract from 
February 2022 to March 2022; construction of Phase 1 
from March 2022 to June 2022; and project completion in 
June 2022. 

Select Board Chairman Norm Hills asked 
how long must the system be down in order to cut in 
a replacement valve. Kent said that safely, it would be 
down between four and six hours. 

A grant from the Massachusetts Office of Coastal 
Zone Management is funding 75 percent of the project 
with Marion matching 25 percent. 

Munafo credited Weston & Sampson for being 
ahead of its schedule. 

In a 6:30 pm appointment, the Select Board 
voted to approve Harbormaster Isaac Perry’s request 
for a change in the Waterways Regulations under 
No. 7 to add “existing commercial permits may be 
transferred to marine businesses with the approval of the 
harbormaster.” 

According to Perry, the proposed changes to 
the commercial mooring regulations is “very simply, 
housekeeping.” Perry told the board that this is how 
commercial permits have been handled since the 
inception of regulations in 1984. 

In a 6:15 pm appointment, the Select Board voted 
to approve Police Chief Richard Nighelli’s promotion of 
Jeffrey Habicht as a full-time police lieutenant, Connor 
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Flynn as a full-time patrol officer, and Sergeant Sean Day 
and Sergeant Larry Savery as full-time sergeants. Nighelli 
told the board that Habicht has been instrumental in 
guiding the department through police reform. 

The board also approved the appointment of Paul 
J. St. Don to the Cemetery Commission. The other two 
members are Chairperson Margie Baldwin and Helen 
Hills. 

In his Town Administrator’s Report, McGrail 
updated the board on the annual Town Meeting timeline: 
the deadline for warrant articles is Tuesday, March 15; the 
warrant will be closed on April 5, sent to the printer and 
posted on April 6, and finally mailed to residents on April 
20. Town Meeting is scheduled for May 9. 

While forecasting that open house and Town 
Meeting preview dates will be available at the February 1 
Select Board meeting, McGrail noted that developer Matt 
Zuker gave Marion the go-ahead to spend the rest of the 
$50,000 he funded in relation to the planned residential 
development for which he sought a zoning change last 
year to be voted down at Town Meeting. 

Due to concerns over speeding in Marion village, 
McGrail has formed a traffic-advisory group including 
himself, Davis, Habicht and town residents including a 
Tabor Academy representative. At Select Board member 
John Waterman’s suggestion, McGrail renamed the 
group a “pedestrian safety group.” The group has hired a 
consultant to help facilitate its goal to find solutions. 

McGrail reported that Town Counsel Jon Witten 
endorsed Hills’ idea to ask the towns elected boards to 
include the Select Board when adopting new policies. 
Waterman thinks the idea will have greater success with 
a “tickler system” in which town offices will regularly 
communicate with boards and committees to ask if there 
is anything that the Select Board would want to know. 

The Marion Fire Department is receiving $14,750 
to help replace expiring gear. Fire Chief Brian Jackvony 
was thanked for his work in applying for the state grant. 
The board also voted to accept a donation of $100 to 
the Marion Fire Department from Robert and Barbara 
Sanderson. 

McGrail and Finance Director Judy Mooney are 
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preparing a FY23 budget presentation for the Finance 
Committee on Wednesday, January 26, after which budget 
hearings will commence. McGrail hopes that the Select 
Board and Finance Committee can attend departmental 
meetings. 

One area that McGrail anticipates a budgetary 
strain is via the police reform that resulted in 
reclassification of employees. 

The Old Rochester Regional assessment is 
expected next week. 

Under Action Items, McGrail said that a 
“complicated problem” at 889 Point Road regarding the 
responsibility of repairs needs more information and time 
to sort out. Munafo will consult with Weston & Sampson 
engineers on the matter, and the item will be on the Select 
Board’s February 1 meeting agenda. 

The Select Board also approved the ABCC annual 
report (liquor licenses) and a Water/Sewer commitment 
of $344.52 for final readings on January 5. 

Passed over were sewer connection applications 
at 390 Wareham Road and 16 Briggs Lane. Both applicants 
were recommended to schedule appointments with 
Munafo. 

Prior to the public meeting, the board held an 
executive session to discuss strategy with respect to 
collective bargaining with the Marion Police Brotherhood. 

The next meeting of the Marion Select Board is 
scheduled for Tuesday, February 1, at 6:00 pm. 


Phragmites Postgame Gets Complicated 
Marion Conservation Commission

Oscillating somewhere in between the 
unprecedented and the ironically familiar, what at first 
seemed like a molehill grew into a mountain of debate for 
the Marion Conservation Commission during its January 
12 meeting. 

The wrinkle that set off what otherwise would 
have been a feel-good granting of a Certificate of 
Compliance to Joseph and Caroline Sheehan for their 
successful eradication of invasive plants at 17 Nokomis 
Road was the applicant’s request to include an ongoing 
condition allowing Land Stewardship Inc., which was 
retained to perform the work, to treat the few stems of 
phragmites that may pop up. 

“Over time, those plants are going to continue 
to encroach on other property,” said Conservation 
Commission Chairman Shaun Walsh, noting that 
members of the commission conducted a site visit on 
January 8. “The site looks great.” 

While Vice Chairman Jeff Doubrava said he 
has no issue with ConCom awarding the Certificate of 
Compliance due the Sheehans, he said he is opposed 
to what essentially would be a “forever continuing 
condition that allows them to apply chemicals to a piece 
of property.” 
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“Now I think that, if they want to go and treat 
those, they could file (a Request for Determination of 
Applicability). We’ve given out RDA’s before for small, 
invasive plant treatment. That way, if things change in 
three years’ time, that order lasts for three years. And 
they can come back to us again and again, as opposed to 
saying, ‘50 years from now it’s still okay to use chemical 
treatment to treat phragmites.’”” 

Conservation Agent Doug Guey-Lee said that if 
the homeowners do not file another application (RDA,) 
then the phragmites are likely to reemerge. He noted 
that every herbicide and pesticide is designed to kill 
something so there literally is no such thing as a safe one. 

Walsh said that the management plan could 
include such a condition as requested if it references the 
land-management plan as previously presented, including 
hand pulling and targeted herbicide treatment. 

Doubrava reiterated it to be a matter of control. 
“My issue is not with them continuing to treat the things 
that pop back up. My issue is forever,” he said. “You 
know, (if) 20 years from now we figure out that there’s 
a natural solution of some plant that will outcompete 
phragmites and we should never have used an herbicide 
on the saltmarsh again and, guess what, we’ve given them 
a ‘forever’ for the rest of all time. ... That’s my concern, 
we've given all control up.” 

Based on the reasonable assumption that any 
professional is going to choose the least-dangerous 
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chemical, Walsh said he is in favor of including a 
perpetual condition that is “very specific and narrowly 
framed.” 

Like Guey-Lee, ConCom member Emil Assing 
said he sees both sides of the argument. As a licensed 
pesticide applicator, he has observed a failure to eradicate 
phragmites in Brainard Marsh without the use of 
pesticides. Assing said the invasive plants have made a 
strong comeback there. 

Nonetheless, Assing agreed with Doubrava, 
saying it’s not a big deal for the applicant to filea RDA 
for recurring treatment. “If it’s someone who really cares 
about managing the land, they’re not going to mind filing 
an RDA for this,” he said. 

ConCom member Ethan Gerber asked if there is 
precedent for the kind of conditioning that Walsh favored. 
He later said he’s not a fan of combining chemicals with 
perpetuity. 

While Doubrava stuck to his argument that the 
commission is ceding control by issuing a “forever” 
condition that theoretically could become detrimental 
should a safer chemical become the new industry 
standard, Walsh insisted that the safeguards are already 
built into the management plan. 

Using the example of adding back sand to 
areas of beach erosion, Walsh asked Doubrava if the 
commission should then abandon perpetual conditions in 
all certificates of compliance. Doubrava acknowledged the

point but did not stand down. 

ConCom member Mark Bellanger said that the 
existing mechanism of three-year decisions come back to 
the commission on a regular basis. “A quick RDA is not a 
burden,” he said. 

Walsh offered a compromise of including a 
perpetual condition but limited to hand pulling only with 
no use of chemicals authorized. The commissioners held 
no objection, and they voted unanimously to support the 
issuance of a Certificate of Compliance. 

Two public hearings took place. 

In response to Clayton Bosch’s Notice of Intent 
filing that proposed a septic-system repair at his 2 
Sassomon Trail home, the commission voted to issue an 
Order of Conditions. 

The new unit incorporates denitrification per 
the Board of Health, according to representative Dave 
Davignon of Schneider, Davignon and Leone Inc. 

Davignon said that the house was built in two 
stages, beginning in 1980. ConCom conducted a site 
visit on January 8 and Walsh said that according to the 
plan, the leaching area sits among mature trees. Being a 
stone-and-pipe field, Davignon said the standard practice 
is to abandon it in place unless the soil is disturbed or 
contaminated. 

“We know where the septic tank is, we were able 
to get an invert out of the tank,” said Davignon, noting 
the location as next to the driveway. “That’s what we need 
to pump and remove. As far as the leaching field ... if it’s 
not in the location we’re showing it, all the better as far as 
I’m concerned.” 

In summarizing special conditions, Bellanger 
described the work as a buffer-zone project located 57 
linear feet from the resource area. Along with general 
conditions and erosion-control conditions, ConCom 
added 20 feet of siltation fencing or 10 haybales. 

ConCom issued a Negative Boxes 2 and 
3 Determination of Applicability to Diana Markel 
supporting her proposed plan for a 16-foot diameter stone 
paver patio on a gravel base at her 2 Lewis Street home. 

John and Pamela Lees, who filed a Notice of 
Intent for reconstruction of a single-family house, an 
inground swimming pool, along with repair of a seawall 
with associated work at 49 Water Street, sought and were 
granted a continuance of their case to ConCom’s March 
9 meeting. According to Walsh, the Lees will be doing 
additional analysis at the site and need to see that to 
completion. 

The Planning Board requested ConCom’s 
comments on the Marion Lands Trust’s application for a 
Special Permit that would allow a common, 10-foot-wide 
gravel driveway to serve two lots at 371 Wareham Street, 
including a future single-family home now the subject of 
an Approval Not Required (ANR) filing. 

ConCom had recently granted an Order of 
Conditions in which the driveway was servicing only the 
existing home. A new plan dated December 21 shows a 
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more complete plan, according to Guey-Lee. According 
to Walsh, the applicant would need further ConCom 
approval to complete the new plan. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Wednesday, January 26, at 
7:00 pm. 


Two Clapp Road Residences Proposed 
Rochester Conservation Commission

Two speculative and conceptual residences were 
proposed for lots located along Clapp Road when the 
Rochester Conservation Commission met on January 18. 

Coming before the commission with the two 
individual plans was David Davignon of Schneider 
Davignon and Leone, Inc. The first filing was a Request 
for Determination of Applicability for a lot identified 
as 3A, owned by Clapp Nominee Trust c/o William D. 
Clapp. 

As Davignon described the design and overall 
layout, he said that the property abuts the riverfront area 
of Sherman Brook but that all planned construction for 
the proposed four-bedroom home, two-car garage and 
in-ground pool would be outside jurisdictional areas. As 
the discussion proceeded, Davignon’s assertion that the 
wetlands boundary is correct was challenged by member 
Dan Gagne. 

Gagne said that the plans did not bear 
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an engineer’s certified stamp and that given that 
independent certification of the riverfront line was not 
submitted, he was not comfortable with the project as 
presented in the RDA form. Gagne’s concerns were 
echoed by the majority of the commission. 

Gagne voiced his opinion that the project should 
be filed via a Notice of Intent versus RDA and that 
through that process more assurances including possibly 
a peer-review consultant would help to clear up riverfront 
questions. 

Davignon offered to continue the hearing in order 
to give the commission an opportunity to make a site visit 
to see the line of boulders that now denote the riverfront 
line, but Gagne said, “I don’t think we are the right ones 
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to do that.” 

The hearing was continued to February 1 to give 
Davignon time to work with his client. 

On the next Clapp Road conceptual design also 
filed on behalf of William Clapp for a lot described as 2-3, 
the application was a Notice of Intent. 

Again, Davignon described in detail a proposed 
residence nearly identical to the previously proposed 
conceptual design. He stated that no work was planned 
for the riverfront area noted as being 250 feet from the 
construction area. Although the parcel is 5 acres, only 
a single-family house lot could be developed due to 
surrounding jurisdictional spaces, Gagne commented. 
That point, Gagne said, would be important to point out 
to potential buyers. “They won’t be getting country living 
from an urban-sized lot,” he said. 

Comments to Davignon from the commissioners 
centered primarily on trying new ways to orient the 
future residence on the lot to maximize its potential. The 
issue of a shared driveway was also touched on with 
Gagne saying it could be a problem. 

Davignon requested a continuance to February 1. 

Earlier in the proceedings, the commission 
approved a Certificate of Compliance for 8 Thistle 
Lane, owned by Michael Santos and another to Andrew 
Diagiammo and Donald Look for property located at 15 
Elizabeth Drive. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation

Shared Driveway Permitted on Route 6 
Marion Planning Board

Reconfiguration of a driveway’s connection 

to Route 6 is in the works, and that invariably draws 
an extra dimension of scrutiny from municipal vetting 
boards because anything Route 6 related, especially 
residential, must be examined in the dynamic context 
of an old highway that itself is the subject of plans for a 
massive overhaul in design and infrastructure. 


In a public hearing held Tuesday night, the 
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Marion Lands Trust’s application for a special permit 
to construct a common driveway to serve two lots at 
371 Wareham Street was unanimously approved by the 
Marion Planning Board. 

As prescribed by Planning Board Chairman Will 
Saltonstall and voted 6-0 in favor, a decision letter to be 
finalized midweek will state that the applicant meets 
the criteria of Section 230-8.9, F1.6 and will fulfill three 
special conditions: The applicant must seek a curb-cut 
approval with state Department of Transportation; prior 
to construction, the applicant must submit a common- 
driveway maintenance plan for the board’s approval; and 
the applicant must submit all documents for water and 
sewer connections. 
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The applicant’s representative, Matt Leone of 
engineering firm Schneider, Davignon and Leone, Inc., 
explained that the special permit sought on January 18 
applies solely to a new driveway that will be shared by 
the two lots directly behind 369 Wareham Street which 
consists of an office and apartments. 

The present design allows the residents of 371 
Wareham Street to drive through the 369 Wareham Street 
parking lot to access the property out back. An Approval 
Not Required (ANR) application will divide the back 
lot (371) into two lots. The parking lot connection will 
be blocked, and the two back lots, both single-family 
dwellings, will share a separate driveway to their 
residences. 
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Planning Board member Chris Collings asked 
Leone if a fire truck can turn around at the third residence 
and if the Fire Department is satisfied with the T-shaped, 
hammerhead turnaround. 

Saltonstall clarified that subdivision rules do 
not apply to a common driveway, but Fire Chief Brian 
Jackvony had no comment on the application. Leone 
reminded the board that only the shared portion of the 
new driveway was being considered for the special 
permit and that further plans would develop and return 
to the Planning Board for their approval. 

“That may not be part of the requirement, but 
I would think you’d want to be able to get a fire truck 
close,” said Collings. 

Leone acknowledged the concerned and 
emphasized that the plans as seen around the shared 
segment of the driveway were “purely conceptual. 

... What you see will be required to go back to more 
permitting (and more adjustments,” Leone explained. 
“The owner of Lot 2A will be responsible for all the 
construction, development and maintenance of that 
driveway.” 

Member Eileen Marum was concerned if a gravel 
driveway would be solid enough for a fire truck or should 
the wheels of a large vehicle leave that surface, how the 
surrounding ground would handle the weight. 

Marum also asked about the condition of a 
culvert shown on the plan. Leone said the culvert is 
functioning but has been proposed for replacement, 
according to Dave Davignon’s construction plans. 

An apparent typo in Davignon’s narrative using 
the letters HMO became a topic of discussion because, as 
Marum pointed out to the board, the letters theoretically 
could be mistaken as an abbreviation for “House and 
Multiple Occupation,” which refers to a scenario in which 
few to several unrelated people share a house. “If this is 
going to be a rooming house, we should know,” she said. 

Leone insisted and property owner David Croll 
jumped into the fray to confirm that what was intended 
should have indicated “homeowners association” and 
as member Norm Hills pointed out, made contextual 
sense because the subject at hand was the responsibility 
of shared-driveway maintenance between two separate 
homeowners. 

As the argument dragged on, Hills asked Croll 
if he considers approval critical at this meeting. Croll 
answered, “It’s pretty important Norm.” 

Croll promised Marum she would have 
clarification on the “HMO” typo in the presentation by 
Wednesday. The board voted unanimously (6-0) to grant 
the special permit. 

The next meeting of the Marion Planning Board is 
scheduled for Monday, February 7, at 7:00 pm.

Having received a negative determination of 
applicability to wetlands confirmed in correspondence 


Licensed in MA & RI from Rochester’s conservation agent and having made 


a preliminary introduction of the project to the town’s 
508-992- l 838 Planning Board, the zoning hurdle was on deck. 
Galinat explained that the Special Permit 
application seeks relief from the Chapter 22.30 setback 
rule requiring 100 percent of the tower height, which 
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would be nearing 200 feet including its antenna. The 
applicant proposes 50 percent or 100 feet, citing the 
common land ownership of the A.D. Makepeace 
Company. 

Where the ZBA meets the case is in the matter 
of the tower’s location to the nearest property line. The 
applicant hopes the board will allow a 100-foot proximity 
because the tower would sit on land owned by A.D. 
Makepeace and be closest to an adjacent lot also owned 
by the same cranberry company. The closest property not 
owned by A.D. Makepeace is 521 feet away. 

With a slide presentation, Delaney summarized 
the proposed construction to include a 2,500 long and 
12-foot-wide driveway that would enter from High Street 
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and run alongside the bogs to the site where the driveway 
will be met by a locked gate. 

Inside the 100-foot square will be an 80-foot 
square with the tower at the center of the compound. 
Within the compound, the applicant is proposing 6-inches 
deep of .75-inch crushed stone. The only clearing is 
proposed for inside the 100-foot square. Communication 
shelters will surround the tower, and no cables will 
exist outside the square. All utilities to the site will be 
underground. 

The arrays to be placed near the top of the 
tower will require 10 feet of vertical separation from one 
another. The tower is not the kind that requires any type 
of lighting, according to Delaney, who said there will 
be no beacon or strobe light. Delaney said the applicant 
has permission from the Massachusetts Aeronautics 
Commission. 

In answer to ZBA member Davis Sullivan, 
Delaney said that any antennas extending the height of 
the 190-foot tower would belong to the Rochester Fire 
and Police departments and would not result in a tower 
200-feet high so as not to require further permitting or 
lighting. 

Delaney displayed a coverage map illustrating the 
closest tower being between three and four miles away 
in Wareham and two other towers in Rochester that are 
between four and five miles away. The new tower would 
presumably fill in a significant coverage gap in Rochester. 

“T’'d be willing to bet that just about every person 
that’s been here uses a cell phone, and utilities need to be 
in place for services like that,” Sullivan would say late in 
the meeting. “I happen to have two sets of power lines 
through an easement on the back of my property. You 
need to have electricity. 

“You have to take into consideration what they’re 
trying to do here, they’re trying to improve the service in 
dead areas in Rochester so there would be some benefit to 
the people in town.” 

Davis’ unofficial endorsement of the project 
followed several comments made by abutters attending 
the public hearing at Rochester Town Hall or via Zoom. 

Questions ranged from clarification of the 
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application and concerns about radiation to the necessity 
of more towers and a written report referencing studies 
that trace health problems to the proximity of such 
towers. Arancio asked for the report to be sent to the ZBA 
administrator. 

Delaney explained that cell-phone towers and the 
phones themselves have evolved over the decades, and 
the resultant specifications have meant less height, less 
coverage and the need for more, smaller towers. 

Abutter John Lund, 43 Forbes Road, was told 
that the balloon simulation at the top of the tower could 
not been seen from any spot in between the markers 
displayed in the slide presentation, but a subsequent 
comment said that the visibility determinations should be 
made when the trees are bare. 

After Galinat summarized her confidence in the 
applicant’s qualifications for the Special Permit, Arancio 
was quick to predict that the January 13 meeting would 
not provide adequate time to digest all of the responses. 

ZBA member Thomas Flynn asked Galinat to 
elaborate on the application, citing “improvement in 
vision and safety” as the bylaw-prescribed driver that 
would justify a vote to reduce the setback requirement in 
the applicant’s favor. He told Galinat that he interpreted 
the presentation as mitigation rather than improvement. 

Referring to a visual of what a 200-foot property- 
line setback would look like, Galinat said, “We believe 
that the 100-foot setback is improving the visual aspect 
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(to abutters.)” She asserted that a plan based on a 200-foot 
setback requirement would make the tower more visible 
from area residences. 

Galinat said that while introducing the project to 
the Planning Board, the initial plan was for the setback 
to be only 40 feet from the property line on the basis that 
A.D. Makepeace owns the adjacent lot. Arancio advised 
Galinat that should the company’s impending full-scale 
presentation to the Planning Board result in a single 
change on the plan of record, the applicant will then be 
required to go back before the ZBA. 

ZBA member Kirby Gilmore’s recusal from 
the case prompted Arancio to advise Galinat that the 
remaining four voting members would all need to vote 
in favor for the permit to be awarded, but that became a 
moot point when the need to digest substantial feedback 
and conduct a site visit (Friday, January 21) necessitated 
continuation. 

The members voted 4-0 to continue the public 
hearing to January 27. 

In other business, the ZBA voted to approve its 
FY23 annual budget proposal. The members also voted to 
approve the ZBA’s 2021 annual report.

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Bike Path Comes under Scrutiny 
Mattapoisett Community Preservation Committee

The Mattapoisett Community Preservation 
Committee fielded four requests during its January 14 
meeting, and of greater interest than the merits of three of 
the projects was their funding sources. 

One familiar project came under more direct 
scrutiny, and that was $120,000 request from both the 
Mattapoisett Bike Path and Friends of the Mattapoisett 
Bike Path to fund pre-design documents for Phase 2a. 

Chairman Chuck McCullough told the committee 
that the Community Preservation Act has already resulted 
in close to $400,000 in funding for the bike path spread 
out across six to eight awards. 

“We have not always fully funded their 
application. This is a lot of permits and it’s a ton of money 
... for a mile. Some of the justification for it, I just don’t see 
it as reasonable,” said CPC member Bill Hall. 

Member Margaret DeMello took issue with 
the route, and McCullough said that it is so wet up by 
the state building there may need to be some type of 
bridge. “We may end up meeting with the Bike Path 
Committee on two occasions,” he said, noting that the 
same discussions will occur with Mattapoisett’s Capital 
Planning Committee. 

Member Marilou Newell clarified that an award 
from the current request would be used solely for 
exploratory purposes. 

It was also noted that the Marion Pathways 
Committee sent the CPC a letter supporting the plan’s 
entry point to the neighboring town. 

The CPC fielded two requests from Mattapoisett’s 
Select Board. A $54,495 request would fund repairs to 
the existing skatepark behind the fire station and Center 
School basketball courts, along with the construction of 
new pickle ball courts. A $10,000 request would fund 
repair of the swordfish weathervane seasonally located on 
Long Wharf. 

Along with the obvious question as to why the 
Select Board delivered these requests, a philosophical 
question arose of CPA funds addressing projects that at 
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least in part could be classified as maintenance. 

Having heard at the completion of the fire 
station that the town would repair the area disturbed 
by construction, McCullough asked, “Why isn’t the 
skateboard park falling under that umbrella?” He also 
wondered aloud where the Recreation Department fits 
into the situation. 

Committee members were unclear on the 
location of the pickleball courts in the funding request, 
some suggesting that they shared the same space as the 
basketball court. 

Hall shared concern over the din of repeated 
pickleball pelting near neighboring houses. “Pickelball’s 
an annoying noise, it’s the smacking of that pickleball,” 
he said. “I know it sounds foolish, but the ball against the 
paddle is noisy.” 

CPC member James Pierson agreed with 
McCullough that the requests should be resubmitted as 
separate line items because, if one fails, they all fail. 

As a member of the Field family known for its 
care of the swordfish weathervane, CPC member Sue 
Wilbur provided context to the Select Board’s $10,000 
request, explaining that the original construction would 
be repaired a final time, taken out of harm’s way and 
displayed indoors. The request would include the 
construction of a replica model with modern materials 
better suited to brave the elements. 

“T think that their goal is to get the fiberglass one 
up for the summer, but this one should not go back up,” 
said Wilbur, noting that Jimmy Broadwater has offered to 
recast it and Triad Boat Yard offered to take it down with 
its crane. “A lot of people have volunteered their time that 
are not looking to get paid.” 

Newell suggested a fundraising opportunity for 
the summer months, the goal being to avoid dipping 
into the Historical Commission’s budget to complete the 
project. 

Another $10,000 request, this one from the 
Historical Commission, would fund a town-wide 
inventory of historic sites, buildings and other features 
conducted by a professional historic researcher. 
McCullough compared the effort to the digitizing of 
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Cushing Cemetery records, an endeavor he considered 
entirely worthwhile. 

Newell told the committee that the town’s 
Historical Commission was charged with identifying 
historic sites in the late 1970s into the early ‘80s. As a 
result, Mattapoisett’s Town Hall, for instance, is not on 
any list of importance. 

The Town of Marion has extensively gone 
through the two-year process and offer Mattapoisett 
officials guidance. 

A historic survey, said Newell, would reveal the 
historic value of parcels north of Route 6. 

McCullough plans to send out a draft of questions 
to guide presentations to be made in what likely will 
necessitate four future CPC meetings inviting the Select 
Board, Historical Commission and Bike Path Committee. 

The next step, he said, will be a public meeting of 
the committee where the members will rank the requests 
with use of a scoring tool. 

The next meeting of the CPC is scheduled for 
Friday, January 28, at 5:00 pm. 


Last-Mile Funding Discussed 
Mattapoisett Bike Path Study Committee

During the January 12 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Bike Path Study Committee chaired by Steve 
Kelleher, funding needs for aspects of Phase 2a, deemed 
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“The Last Mile” from Railroad Avenue to North Street, 
was discussed. 

Kelleher said that a grant application to the 
town’s Community Preservation Act Committee had 
been filed in the amount of $120,000. The breakdown of 
those monies, if appropriated through Town Meeting 
vote, includes pre-design needs such as appraisals 
for land takings and easement rights, wetland studies 
and permitting fees. He said that Representative Bill 
Straus was reaching out to appraisers, who would put a 
monetary value on private property needed to complete 
the trail. 

Bonnie DeSousa of the Friends of the Mattapoisett 
Bike Path added to the discussion with more detailed 
financial projections after it was noted by Kelleher that 
Capital Planning wanted more information of prior 
monies allotted to the bike-path phases and projections 
for remaining phase(s). 

DeSousa said that the FMBP was providing 
support to the town’s committee to help provide more 
definitive financial projections for future bike-path 
construction before and during rounds of discussion 
and review with the Capital Planning and Finance 
committees. 

In DeSousa’s financial outlines, she noted 
that Phase 2a cost estimates include $60,000 for land 
acquisitions, $285,000 for design engineering, $120,000 for 
pre-design needs (CPA grant as previously noted), and 
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construction costs ranging from $1,600,000 to $3,800,000. 

In explaining the construction estimates, 
DeSousa said that an estimating tool available from 
the Massachusetts Department of Transportation was 
used. That tool used data that included the topography 
and environmental conditions of proposed routes. For 
instance, DeSousa said conditions such as woodlands 
versus wetlands versus railroad beds and the length of 
the trail were all part of the program’s algorithms used to 
calculate cost estimates. DeSousa said assumptions such 
as where MassDOT would elect to have the bike path 
cross Route 6 were yet to be determined. 

The committee moved to partner with the FMBP 
to advise the town on cost estimates for remaining 
phase(s). The proposed last mile (Phase 2a) runs from 
the end of Railroad Avenue across Route 6 and onward 
towards North Street near the entrance to Industrial 
Drive. Phase 2b, proposed to run along Industrial Drive, 
is part of another major infrastructure project that would 
see federal funding used for a complete redesign of the 
roadway from North Street to the entrance of Bay Club 
on its northside. The bike path proposed to run in tandem 
with Industrial Drive is just over a mile, Kelleher said, 
and would connect Mattapoisett’s pathway with Marion’s 
proposed pathway also utilizing the former railroad bed. 

Earlier in the meeting, Kelleher said that the 
stalled completion of Phase 1b was being studied and 
reviewed by the DOT in an ongoing attempt to resolve 
issues with the planking used on the marshland bridge. 
He said that the state was doing a small sampling of a 
solution that would use double-thick planks to determine 
if that would stop the splitting problems found midway 
through construction. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Bike Path 
Study Committee is scheduled for Wednesday, February 
9, at 5:30 pm. 


Revenue Key to Sewer Direction 
Marion Water/Sewer Commissioners

Marion’s Comprehensive Wastewater 
Management Plan was updated in the form of a January 
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13 workshop in which Weston & Sampson representatives 
Kent Nichols and Lori Toscano presented to the Water / 
Sewer Commissioners. 

In Marion, the Water /Sewer Commissioners are 
the three members of the Select Board, Chairman Norm 
Hills and members Randy Parker and John Waterman. 

While some wrinkles in the town’s overall plan 
are presently being ironed out such as the ongoing 
installation of the lagoon at the Wastewater Treatment 
Plant at Benson Brook, other challenges to its sewer 
infrastructure remain. 

Marion homeowners rely heavily on grinder 
pumps for their connection to low-pressure sewer lines. 
Of more than 600 grinder pumps in the town’s sewer 
system, 470 fall under the town’s maintenance program. 

“We need to stop the bleeding,” said Waterman, 
looking over alternatives to solve the challenges faced 
by a town with many private sewer lines that complicate 
system maintenance responsibility, responsiveness, 
perception and user fees. 

According to Department of Public Works 
Director Nathaniel Munafo, there has been a significant 
increase in service calls. While it was said that Marion 
financed the grinder pumps over 30 years, the equipment 
has a 10-year lifespan. 

In FY21, the town paid $68,300 to maintain 
erinder pumps and budgeted $68,000 for FY22, according 
to the Weston & Sampson presentation. Service calls 


including minor incidences averaged $1,086 per call from 
2019 to 2021, including $1,238 per call during 2020-21 and 
$1,442 in 2021. 

There are 70 privately owned and privately 
maintained grinder pumps connected to Marion sewer, 90 
more lots that could potentially need grinder pumps with 
a connection to private sewer, and up to another 90 more 
that would need grinder pumps should they connect to 
municipal sewer. 

Alternatives summarized by Weston & Sampson 
include: allowing private sewers in new extensions; 
adopting more-prescriptive regulations on how private 
sewers are made and maintained; prohibiting any new 
private sewer construction; prohibiting new private sewer 
construction and add regulations to existing private 
sewers; and, most aggressive, prohibit private sewer 
altogether, incorporating a plan to phase out existing 
private lines. 

After the commissioners batted the topic around, 
Town Administrator Jay McGrail said, “sounds to me 
like we’re closer to “B’ than we are to ‘C,’” meaning it’s 
more likely than prohibit new private sewer lines Marion 
officials will adopt more-prescriptive regulations on how 
private sewers are made and maintained. 

Given the floor, Barry Gaffey, 22 Converse Road, 
told the commissioners, “You can’t create a policy and 
go away from what the town did.” Gaffey blames the 
problems on Converse Road on the low-pressure system 
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installed by the town. 

Nichols said that homes with grinder pumps 
located near a pump station would likely be connected to 
a gravity sewer line, but all low-lying homes and those 
close to the water will be on low-pressure sewer or step 
systems or vacuum sewers. “Low pressure is kind of the 
devil you know in this case,” said Nichols, noting it is cost 
effective because it can be built in shallow ground under 
the road. 

Marion is currently in discussion in Fieldstone 
Lane homeowners and in other locations while it 
determines how to deal with the sewer needs of private 
versus public roads. 

Nichols said that, while a majority of homes with 
grinder pumps are on private roads or right of ways, a 
good number of them have parts that extend onto public 
ways. Waterman said that alters the town’s obligation of 
maintenance. 

“We’re missing out on the little local hookups,” 
said Marion developer and resident Sherman Briggs, 
noting that the revenue the town generates from fees 
related to Infiltration and Inflow (I/I) are not maximized. 
“I’m confident people would hook up with some 
incentive.” 

Hills said that most of the issues have been 
discussed before so it will “all get thrown in the same 
pot.” 

The Water /Sewer Commissioners meet on a 
quarterly basis; the next meeting was not scheduled at 
adjournment.

The French Dispatch. Starring Bill Murray and Frances 
McDormand. Directed by Wes Anderson. Running 
time: 108 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now available on 
physical and streaming home media. 

Wes Anderson’s The French Dispatch is that rarity, 
a disappointment that I feel I need to see again. By now, 
we all know how polarizing Anderson’s dollhouse 
movies tend to be. They’re immaculately designed, 
obsessively symmetrical; they’re boxes within boxes, 
each packed in a ruthlessly tidy fashion. But generally 
the stories have a strong throughline, a sturdy narrative 
arrow with some emotional resonance. The French 
Dispatch feels like it came out of the bottom drawer of 
Anderson’s desk. It’s a trio of tales, bracketed by front 
and end matter; it’s about journalists writing about artists, 
or at least about people who express themselves in some 
way — through painting, manifesto, food. 

One of the segments, the one about the manifesto, 
I couldn’t tell you much about. You see what I mean when 
I want to watch it again. The French Dispatch is about 
a titular newspaper — the film’s full title is The French 
Dispatch of the Liberty, Kansas Evening Sun — that reports 
on happenings in the French town of Ennui-sur-Blasé for 
the enjoyment, I guess, of the millions of Francophiles 
in Kansas. The newspaper is inspired by The New Yorker, 
particularly the magazine’s self-regard as The Magazine. 
All the best writers write for the French Dispatch, and 
the paper’s editor (Bill Murray) keeps trying to whittle 
their pieces into shape. The writers all love and tolerate 
him. He dies early on — like so much else here, we’re not 
asked to feel one way or the other about it — and what 
we see is the contents of the final issue of the paper. 

But none of it really took hold and commanded 
my attention. The first story involves an artist (Benicio del 
Toro) who is also serving a life sentence for murder. The 
second follows Dispatch reporter Frances McDormand as 
she gets caught up in a student protest and its players. 
The last has to do with the kidnapping of a little boy and 
a police officer who’s also a chef — most of the characters 
have different facets to them. Technically, the filmmaking 
is gorgeous, with alternating black-and-white or color 
photography by Robert Yeoman in two different aspect 
ratios. It’s all very cleverly worked out. The problem is 
a pit that Anderson has been edging towards for a few 
movies now, and in The French Dispatch he sinks right into 
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it — there are just too damn many characters. 

At this point, being in a Wes Anderson movie 
must be a terrific feather in an actor’s cap, and a lot of 
them come work with him over and over. But nothing in 
this movie will show you why. The teeming mass of actors 
here rarely get a moment to give us a reason to care about 
them; people like Edward Norton and Elisabeth Moss 
and Christoph Waltz and Willem Dafoe pass through, 
hardly even getting any lines. (The bulk of the movie is 
narrated by the stories’ writers anyway, further limiting 
the characters’ opportunity to speak for themselves.) 
Anderson veteran Saoirse Ronan turns up as a character 
credited only as “Junkie/Showgirl #1.” The impression 
you get is that Wes Anderson has joined the elite cadre of 
directors who can compel a four-time Oscar nominee to 
play Junkie /Showgirl #1. Well, good for him. Not so good 
for us, or for Saoirse Ronan. 

And yet ... [have thoroughly enjoyed each of 
Anderson’s prior films, so I’m willing to give The French 
Dispatch the benefit of the doubt; a second viewing, 
knowing what it is going into it, may not be amiss. Maybe 
it doesn’t matter that the movie doesn’t drill down and 
tell one particular person’s story. Maybe the movie is 
about storytelling itself, about who tells stories and who 
hears or reads them. The main character is the Dispatch. 
The style of the film is the style of the writers. The writers 
are self-centered to a degree that they make the stories 
about them — they think they have to make the stories 
worthy of being told by them. Running through the film is 
a sneaky little critique of the whole New Yorker magazine- 
of-record aesthetic and ethos. Like all of Anderson’s films, 
it’s both nostalgic and timeless. It didn’t stick to me — this 
time — but I wouldn’t dream of discouraging anyone, 
especially Anderson followers, from seeing it. Just know 
what you're in for.

From the Files of the 


Rochester Historical Society 
By Connie Eshbach 
As I mentioned in an earlier article, until the 

building of the causeway, the long distance to Rochester 
Center from North Rochester meant that North Rochester 
developed its own community which included factories. 
One of these was a hat factory which opened in the early 
1800’s when the production of fir and felt hats became a 
profitable venture. For centuries, women have worn both 
hair coverings and hats. Fashion and custom dictated that 
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female heads should be covered and until recent decades, 

hats were often as important to their wearer as the coat or 

dress that they matched. A well- dressed man would often 
be seen sporting a fedora. 

A two-story building was erected in North 
Rochester during this time 
period to serve as a hat 
factory. It was on the east 
side of Snipatuit Brook 
near the site of the North 
Rochester School which 
was on North Avenue 
across from the Bennett 
Farm. At some point, the 
factory was moved opposite 
the Coombs Tavern at the 
intersection of Snipatuit 
and North Avenue. At that 
time, Captain Asa Coombs 
ran the business. 

Mr. Waldron, who 
as a boy lived across from
